bv Ru shv ille 
and Ru sh co u nty cap italists, no w are

so o n, and the Ru shv ille Glo v e Co m­ 
p any . lo cated near the I. & C. p o wer 
ho u se, and who se sto ckho lders are 
all lo cal men. 
The best p art abo u t the lo cal sto ck 
no w o n the market is that it is no n- 
tax able. 
I't is who lly ex emp t fro m 
tax atio n. 
Other sto ck, tru e eno u gh, 
su ch as co u nty and city bo nds, is ex ­ 
emp t fro m tax atio n, bu t little 
o f it 
p ay s as mu ch as the lo cal co ncerns 
o ffer. 
They 
gu arantee a six p er 
cent interest 
p ay ment, 
while few 
co u nty bo nds o r o ther o rdinary in­ 
v estments p ay mo re 
than fo u r o r 
fo u r and a half p er cent. 
While Ru sh co u nty and Ru shv ille 
inv esto rs in bu y ing the sto ck o f the 
three co ncerns, are no t o nly help ing 
themselv es by receiv ing go o d inter­ 
est. fo r their mo ney , they are assist­ 
ing lo cal co ncerns to p ro gress. 
In 
p ro gressng they make Ru shv ille a 
better city ; in p ro gressing they hav e 
mo re bu siness and bring mo re mo ney 
into lo cal channels.

p u blic bu ilding in a certain Indiana 
city . 
Tho se bo nds are ex emp t fro m 
tax atio n, to be su re, bu t they will no t 
p ay mo re than fo u r ]>er cent. 
And 
the inv esto r has no t as mu ch assu r­ 
ance that the bo nds are a safe in- 
v esement as he has that the lo cal 
sto ck is a safe inv estment. 
Yet ex amp les o f this kind are hap ­ 
p ening in Ru shv ille almo st ev ery day . 
Ru sh co u nty farm ers and Ru shv ille 
p eo p le who get a little su rp lu s mo ney 
are sinking it in fo reign co ncerns 
right alo ng with p ro mises o f big div i­ 
dends. 
They generally fail. 
Others 
are p lacing their mo ney in co ncerns 
which are no t as safe and which do 
no t o ffer as mu ch interest as do the 
lo cal co ncerns. 
The lo cal institu tio ns feel that they 
can no t p ro gress and make mo ney 
witho u t bo rro wing mo ney . The hanks 
are limited in the amo u nts they lo an. 
They are wo rking o n the theo ry that 
they will nev er thriv e and make great 
strides fo rw ard if they do no t im­ 
p ro v e and ex p and their bu siness with 
o ther p eo p le’s mo ney . 
The preferred sio ck sa le is mo re in 
the na tTire o f a lo a n tha n a ny thing 
else. 
Fo r insta nce, the 
Rushv ille 
Glo v e Co mpa ny a sks a pro spectiv e 
inv esto r to lo a n it a ny a mo unt o f 
mo ney lie deems fit fo r a perio d o f 
three y ea rs. 
The co mpa ny a g rees to 
pa y six per cent interest o n tha t lo a n, 
which is g ua ra nteed to the inv esto r 
with the sha res o f preferred sto ck. 
The three institutio ns a re wo rking o n 
the theo ry tha t they ca n no t build 
up their business substa ntia lly with­ 
o ut bo rro wing mo ney .

Trial of Packers Beaching In­ 


teresting Stage. 


GOVERNMENT IS 
SATISFIED 


Although the Progress of the Prosecu­ 


tion Has Been Laborious, the W it­ 


nesses Having Been Careful Even to 


the Point of Reluctance, Other W it­ 


nesses Are Expected to Give a Sen­ 


sational Turn to Affairs. 


Chicago, Jan. 18.—Henry A. Tim­ 
mons, chief accountant for Morris & 
Co., put in his third day on the witness 
stand in the United States court here 
y esterday when the attorney s for the 
government continued their fire on the 
ten indicted packers on trial. 
At the 
close of the day he w'as tendered to 
the defense for cross-examination. 
Attorney M. W. Borders for the Mor­ 
ris interests conducted the examina­ 
tion. 
This gave the government side 
a chance for re-direct examination. Its 
progress wras considered entirely satis­ 
factory when court adjourned last 
evening. Every witness thus far called 
has been careful even to the degree of 
reluctance. But the government attor­ 
ney s have not stopped boring for facts 
and figures. The progress of the pros­ 
ecution has been laborious, although 
sensations are expected in a few day s, 
when 
other 
witnesses 
are 
called. 
Among them is an operative for the 
department of justice. 
This man is 
said to have been in the employ of the 
packers for y ears before he went to 
the federal employ . 
His appearance 
is anxiously awaited by . both sides. 


FATAL WRECK 


Two Trolley Cars Come Together on 


the Martinsville Line. 
Martinsville, Ind., Jan. 18.—In a 
head-on collision between a limited car 
and a work train of the Indianapolis 
& Martinsville traction line about four 
miles north of Martinsville, Thomas 
Weddel. section foreman of the line, 
of Martinsville, was killed and three 
w’ere badly injured and several others 
severely 
bruised, 
shaken 
up 
and 
scratched. 
The seriously injured: 
Merle Apple, 
conductor work train, crushed about 
head and body ; Charles Caldwell, mo- 
torrnan limited car, severely bruised; 
H. E. Hafner, traveling salesman. In­ 
dianapolis, both legs and both arms 
broken. 


Cars Were Demolished. 


Both the limited car and the w'ork 
train were almost totally demolished. 
The passenger coach cut the cabin 
from the first car of the w'ork train as 
if it had been sheared with a knife, and 
the platform and trucks of the work 
train car telescoped the passenger car 
for half its length. 
The work train 
was loaded with heavy steel rails and 
these were catapulted through the 
coach for three-quarters of its length. 
Those who inspected the wreck, with 
its tangle of splintered timbers, twist­ 
ed trucks and steel rails, wondered 
how any escaped. 
Thomas Weddel, the section fore­ 
man, met his death by being crushed 
beneath an avalanche of wooden ties 
that piled upon him when the crash 
came. 
Weddel, in charge of a gang 
of a dozen workmen, was riding on the 
trailer. He had no warning of the im­ 
pending collision and was buried be­ 
neath the ties in an instant. 


INC0N0CLAST ABROAD 


Fruitless Attempt Made to Blow Up 


Famous Ancient Baptistry. 
Pisa, Jan. 18.—A determined attem pt 
w'as made to blow up the famous bap­ 
tistry which was begun in 1153 and 
not completed till 1278. The building, 
which is entirely of marble, is oppo­ 
site the famous cathedral and adjacent 
to the leaning tower. 
Two watchmen 
in making their rounds noticed smoke 
coming from underneath the door o! 
the baptistry . 
An investigation fol- 
low'ed and a burning fuse wras discov­ 
ered attached to a contrivance on the 
door panels. 
The inside of this con­ 
trivance, as subsequently discovered 
W'as filled with gunpowder and the out­ 
side had been soaked in kerosene. 
The w'atchmen acted quickly and 
turned on a stream of w'ater, which 
extinguished the burning fuse. 
This 
averted not only the probable destruc­ 
tion of the baptistry , but disaster to 
the marble cathedral and the leaning 
tower. The police have discovered no 
clue to the vandals. 


Deadlock in Woolen Strike. 
Lawrence, Mass., Jan. 18.—There 
has been no change for the better in 
the woolen strike situation. 
If any ­ 
thing, the outlook is w'orse than at any 
tim e since the trouble began. All ef­ 
forts at having the strike settled by 
arbitration have ceased, as neither the 
owners or the disgruntled operatives 
will submit their differences to the 
state board.

Eating serves a double purpose— 
the g iving of pleasure, the keeping 
up of streng th. 
Ill-cooked food re­ 
duces both to a minimum—hence the 
proverb: 
“God sends m eat and the 
devil 
sends 
cooks.” 
Possibly 
his 
satanic m ajesty now and ag ain nods. 
It m ust have been in such a somno­ 
lent interval th at he let M. Soy er’s 
sy stem of paper bag cooking g et by 
him. 
For unq uestionably It is in the 
way of reducing ill-cooking at least 
one-half. Thereby it will help to feed 
fat all the nations of the earth. 
The use of cooking is to chang e 
the nature of food substances, mak­ 
ing them at once better tasting and 
more dig estible. 
Heat works by de­ 
veloping flavors and transform ing sub­ 
stances. 
Its most im portant office Is, 
however, to break down fiber, animal 
and veg etable, to such a deg ree as to 
render it easily dig estible. 
If it is 
to do this it m ust be properly applied. 
That is to say , g ently , reg ularly . 
Simple food, well cooked, is th e 
foundation of happiness—and paper 
bag cooking means g ood cooking . 
It follows naturally th at the paper 
bag is especially useful in preparing 
food for delicate persons, and g row­ 
ing 
children. 
Here 
follow 
some 
dishes that have 
helped 
build 
up 
weak and wasted people. 
That they 
will be likewise g ood for children, 
especially delicate ones, adm its of 
no doubt. 
Pige on 
Roa s t.—Take 
a sq uab, a 
sq uab-chicken as small as possible, 
or a q uail, dress it whole, stuff lig ht­ 
ly with toasted bread crumbs, adding 
a raisin or two, or shreds of tart 
apple. 
Season very lig htly inside be­ 
fore stuffing . 
Rub a little more salt 
outside, but only a little. 
Rub also 
with soft butter, not melted, and 
dredg e very lig htly with flour. 
Then 
wrap in bacon, sliced as thin 
a s pos ­ 
sible, and put into 
a buttered bag 
with a half teaspoonful of water. Seal 
and cook in a hot oven twenty to 
thirty minutes, depending on the size. 
The sq uab-chicken may req uire thir­ 
ty -five minutes. 
Shre dde d Whe a t and 
Toma toe s .— 
Pour upon each shredded wheat bis­ 
cuit req uired a teaspoonful of melted 
butter. 
Lay the buttered biscuit in 
a well-buttered bag and pile upon 
them thick slices of peeled toma­ 
toes. well seasoned with sug ar, salt, 
black and red pepper. 
Seal and cook 
for ten minutes. 
Serve on hot plates. 
A pleasing variant for children is to 
use instead 
of 
tomatoes, 
bananas 
peeled, cut in cubes, covered with 
sug ar and lemon juice, and cooked 
for eig ht minutes. This can be served 
with cream.

Glasg o w, Jan. 18 .—On a charg e o f 
lo itering in a ho tel with intent to steal, 
a man was arrested here last nig ht who 
claims he is “Eddie” Guerin, the so - 
called American criminal, altho ug h an 
Eng lish judg e o nce decided that he 
was a British subject. 
The man has 
no t y et been identified. 


New Yo rk, Jan. 18 .—Eddie Guerin’s 
name was kno wn all o v er the wo rld 
thro ug h his sensatio nal escape fro m 
the French penal co lo ny at Dev il’s Is­ 
land, where he was serv ing a life sen­ 
tence. 
He was aided by friends in 
New Yo rk, who furnished the mo ney . 
He was afterwfard arrested in Lo ndo n, 
but Great Britain refused to ex tradite 
him to France, the judg e ho lding that 
he was a British subject. He g o t into 
sev eral scrapes after this and was sho t 
o n two different o ccasio ns, o nce by a 
wo man and ag ain by a man named 
Charles Smith. 
He o pened a cig ar 
stand in Lo ndo n and declared he had 
been co nv erted, but was arrested o n 
sev eral o ccasio ns afterward and was 
suppo sed to hav e been co ncerned in 
sev eral big ro bberies. The last heard 
o f him he was running a sho p in Lo n­ 
do n and it was then tho ug ht that he 
had a hand in the theft o f the “Mo na 
Lisa” fro m the Paris Lo uv re. 
Guerin, who is catalo g ued in Inspec­ 
to r By rne’s bo o k as a no to rio us west­ 
ern criminal, g o t his life sentence o n 
Dev il's Island fo r ro bbing the Ameri­ 
can Ex press co mpany in Paris o f $30,- 
000 and fo r a prev io us ro bbery o f $50,- 
000 fro m the Bank o f Ly o ns. 
He es­ 
caped in 19 05 and came to New Yo rk, 
where he remained fo r a sho rt time 
and then returned to Eng land.
